through his recent explorations, a good 
deal in the way of increasing our 
geographical knowledge of the Dark 
Continent. It is a marvelous land— 
thatold land of ancient civilization, 
with a vast wealth of forests, with 
great inland seas, and with rich pas- 
ture lands whose fatness would make 
the cowboys of our great West grow 
wild with delight. But it has hun- 
dreds of thousands of miles yet of un- 
traversed territory, and millions of 
people whose eyes have never yet beheld 
the face of the white man. It 
has numerous savage tribes of flerce 
warriors and man-saters. Civiliza- 
tion has made some impression upon 
its borders, but it will be many years 
before it will have conquered the en- 
tire continent. The future of Africa 
it is*difficult to foretell, but without 
doubt it has yet an important part to 
play in the history of the race. Its in- 
terior countries will, sooner or later, 
have large commercial relations with 


the outside world, and then will com- 
mence its steady progress. Railroads 
will be built inland, and with gen- 
eral traffic will untimately come en- 
lightenment and progress. Africa has 
some good native timber for State- 
building—some noble tribes of people 
whose natural characteristics are man- 
linéss, courage and superb physical en- 
dowments. Add to these intellectual 
enlightenment, and there will be 
a race of people for whom future 
civilization will not need to blush.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 7,—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Leedom has been gathering 
additional facts bearing on the defalcation 
of Cashier Silcott. ‘There has been a good 
deal of speculation as to why Silcott took uo 
a ‘number of notes at the National Metropol- 
itan Bank last week just before he disap- 
peared. Leedom has secured an explana- 
tion, which is to the effect that the cashier 
forged the names of members of the House 
and others to 36 notes, aggregating $14,500. 

It was these notes which he took up No- 
vember 27th. Leedom’s theory is that Sil- 
cott has gone to Canada. It is believed, 
however, thet he can be extradited. It was 
reported this morning that he had been segn 
in New York, en route for Buffalo, and that 
he had been arrested in Ajbany. The re- 
port lacks contirmation. 

The Congressional committee is busy with 
the investigation.

‘fhe Doctors Differ on the Bug 
Question!” 

Los ANGELES, Dec. 4.~{To the Ed- 
itor of THe Ties.] In an article 
headed as above in yesterday’s Times 
occur some statements and assertions 
by others (however, honestly enter- 
tained) that I deem erroneous and 
calculated to work serious injury tothe 
great majority of citrus fruit-growers, 
more especiaily tothose whose orchards 
have not yet become infected by the 
red scale, but are in imminent danger 
of becoming so on account of the 
rapid spread of the pest in spite of all 
the so-called parasites at present 
known. It is quite true that there is a 
little steel-gray, winged insect that 
perforates the armor of the red. scale, 
and thus destroys some, and the 
twice-stabbed ladybug preys upon ‘the 
scale to some extent; but if they ever 
succeed in ridding our orchards 
of the pest it will require too great a 
length of time, and bankruptcy and 
ruin will come to all horticulturists not 
blessed with a good bank account whe 
wait, and take no other measures of 
fighting the pest. If Mr. Cogsweil of 
Sierra Madre Villa is so sure that the 
little winged parasite has done the 
good work for him, why has. he con- 
tinued to drench his trees with cold 
water under heavy pressure, inasmuch 
as that would also destroy many of the 
parasites inevitably? Wh 
them perform the good work alone if 
he was satisfied of their capacity for 
so doing. At Mr. Chapman’s ranch, 
where the trees have been infected for 
many years with red scale, many of 
them are showing sigus of. renewed 
vigor and comparative . freedom 
from .the pest, but others not 
hitherto affected are becoming. so. 

We were shown a tree where the 
alleged parasite was said to be most 

lentiful, and had been all summer; 

ut, although the combined commis- 
sions of Los Angeles and San Bernar- 
dino counties, with several other gen- 
tlemen, searched patiently for nearly 
an hour, they succeeded in finding only 
afew, and only one or two perforated 
scales. There were live scales in 
abundance, and the only conclusion 1 
can arrive at is, that where the red 
scale has disappeared it has been 
caused by some mysterious disease or 
epidemic, through long ovcupation and 
overcrowding—just as epidemics will 
carry off the human occupants of over- 
crowded and filthy cities. I believe if 
there is any moral in Mr. Cogswell’s 
experience, it is to spray with some-. 
thing, even cold water, under sucha 
pressure as he possesses and applied 
when the young scale insect first 
emerges, would effectually destroy 
nearly the whole brood. 

In this connection permit me to say 
that no fears need be entertained of 
the loss of the vedolia, for, in addition 
to the steps taken to preserve them in 
tents, they have reappeared in many 
places, and are now more plentiful 
than at any time since last September.

BISHOP NEELEY TALKS. 


VIEWS OF AN EMINENT MAINE 
DIVINE ON PROHIBITION. 


A Measure Not Practical Temper- 
ance from a Scriptural Stand- 
point—One Way to Remedy the 
Evil of Drunkenness, 


Bishop Neeley of Maine, who is 
wintering in Pasadena, wis seen yos- 
terday afternoon by a TIMES repre- 
sentative for the purpose of learning 
his views on the prohibition question. 
The eminence of the speaker, and the 
fact of his residence in a State where 
prohibition has long been in operation, 
make what he says below of much 
more than ordinary interest. While 
Bishop Neeley ventures no assertion 
as to the practical local effect of a 
similar temperance measure, some 
things he says apply to Pasadena as 
well as they doto Maine, and anum- 
ber of instructive hints are thrown out, 
which are well worth the thoughtful 
consideration of our townsmen. 

Bishop Neeley replied to the first 
question of the reporter as follows: 
**I do not consider prohibition practical 
in its effect to prevent the sale and use 
of intoxicants. In Maine, although 
many exaggerated reports have been 
circulated concerning the violation of 
the liquor laws, I think there has been 
little or no'diminution in the annual 
amount of intoxicating beverages con- 
sumed there for some years past, 
although Neal Dow claims to the con- 
trary. Liquor is continually being 
sold all over the State, and arrests for 
drunkenness ana disorderly conduct 
are numerous. . 

**Prohibition is not practical because 
itis not scriptural. ‘The Bible makes 
drunkenness a sin, but it does not say 
that the temperate use of spirituous or 
vinous beverage isevil. Troublecomes 
from the immoderate use of strong 
drink, just as it does from the too free 
indulgence of any passion. Forty 
years ago, when liquor was dis- 
played in almost every house for 
the free use of members of the 
family and guests, there were 
fewer drunkards than now. There is 
always aud everywhere a supply to 
meet.the demand, and I am inclined 
to believe that a man will drink more, 
if he has todo so on the sly, than he 
will over a bar. 

**Make out of drunkenness,”’ contin- 
ued the speaker, “a grave crime and 
you have an effective remedy for the 
evil. Put the drunkard on a level 
with the thief; let society ignore the 
man who:allows his will-power to suc- 
cumb to his love for liquor; punish the 
sot as you would the adulturer, and 
there will soon be a radical change for 
the better.”’ 

When questioned on the matter of

The new engine-house was turned 
over to the Committee on Fire and 
Water for its inspection, with a 
view to ascertaining what furniture, 
etc., was needed prior to turning the 
‘arg over to the chief of the depart- 

ent. 

Col. W. A. Ray appeared before the 
Council in behalf of the’ Public La- 
brary Association, to make an amica- 
ble and legal —— whereby the 
trustees of the library might take 
legal possession of the books and ap- 
purtepances of the library,in order 
that they might sell the same to the 
city. The Library Trustees will bring 
a friendly suit against the twenty 
gentlemen who went on the documents 
as sureties for the purpose of settling 
the matter. 

Attorney Poiley read the ordinance 
calling an election for the purpose of 
voting for the issuance of bonds for the 

urchase of the library property. Ow- 
ng to the absence of a two-thirds vote, 
the ordinance could not be adopted. 
The matter was temporarily laid on 
the table.

At first sight the difference in the 
propositions of Messrs. Vandevoort 
and Hopkins seem quite widely differ- 
ent. : In reality the difference is not so 
great. 

Mr. Vandevoort offers to lease the 
present building for the sum of $780 
annually, the city to pay all city, 
school apd other taxes, and all special 
assessments.

The latter, becoming 
jealous of Rizzio, caused him to be 
killed in the Queen’s presence in March, 
1566. Darnley himself was killed on 
the 9th of February, 1567, at Kirk-a- 
Field. Queen Mary and the Karl of 
Bothwell were of having 
caused this crime. This suspicion was 
greatly increased by her marriage to 
Bothwell in May, 1567. This murder 
excited the hostility of Catholic and 
Protestant alike, and Bothwell was 
forcea to fly from the Kingdom, while 
Mary was imprisoned. When released 
she went to England, where she was 
arrested by (Queen Elizabeth, and after 
a long imprisonment was beheaded at 
Fotheringay Castle, February 8, 1587. 

The celebrated essayist, THOMAS DE 
QJUINCEY, author of the “Confessions 
ot an Opium Eater,’’ was born at Man- 
chester, Eng., August 15, 1785, and 
died December 8, 1859. He contracted 
the habit of opium eating at the Uni- 
versity of Oxford, where he became 
distinguished for his vast information 
and rare conversational powers. In 
his “Confessions of an Opium Eater’’ 
he professes to portray the wretched- 
ness and the ecstasies of those extraor- 
dinary conditions of mind and body 
with which from his constant use of 
the drug he became familiar. He be- 
gan the day by taking an ounce of 
opium, which prostrated animal life 
for several hours. It was no infre- 
quent sight to find him in his room 
lying upon the rug in front of the fire, 
his head resting upon a book, with his 
arms crossed over his breast, plunged 
in profound slumber. For several 
hours be would lie in this state until 
the effects of the torpor had passed 
away. The time when he was most 
brilliant was generally toward the 
early morning hours; and then more 
than once, in order to show him off, a 
friend at whose house was staying, ar- 
ranged bis supper parties, so that sit- 
ting till 3 or 4 in the morning he 
brought Mr. De Quincey to that point, 
at which, in charm of power and con- 
versation, be was so truly wonderful.

HOW UNCLE REVENUE 
IS BEING SWINDLED. ~

OTTAWA (Canada), Nov. 28.—[Spe- 
cial Correspondence of Tue TIMEs.] 
,An officer of the Canadian customs, 
who has just returned from the Pacific 
Coast, stated today that he believed 
the United States Government was 
losing at the rateof nearly $1,000,000 a 
year in revenue which should be col- 
lected from the prepared opium which 
is being manufactured in British Co- 
lumbia and smuggled across into the 
United States. He says he saw enough 


the gigantic frauds which are being 
perpetrated on the United States 
Government by the organized gang 
who have brought the business 
dgwn to a system. ‘There is no 
guess work about it,’’ he continued, 
“as there is ample proof of the fraud 
that is being carried on, across the 
border, in the Dominion trade returns. 
A little figuring shows up the whole 
affair. Take,’’ he said, ‘‘the trade re- 
turns for 1888, the last available—al- 
though those for 1889 will show a ri 
increase—and it is found that, outside 
of the crude opium smuggled into 
Canada, 101,989 pounds were imported 
and paid duty, the bulk of which was 
distributed among the 13 factories in 
operation in Victoria, B. C.—each of 
which pays an annual municipal 
license tee of $500—to be refined, the 
product of which wouid be 450,398 
pounds, of which 5000 pounds of the 
refined material would supply all de- 
mands for home consumption. A for- 
eign market has to be found for the 
balance, 45,000 pounds, but the trade 
returns do not show that any of it was 
exported. 

The handiest and most accessible 
marketis the United States, into which 
there is every proof it is being smug- 
gied. That 90 per cent. of the opium 
refined in British Columbia last year 
Was smuggled across the border last 
year is shown bythe fact that United 
States trade returns for the year show 
that the total quantity of prepared 
opium imported from Canada during 

was only 77 pounds, valued 
at $764. According to these figures, 
taking the United States duty on pre- 
pared opium, $10 per pound, the reve- 
nue was defrauded out of $450,000. 
But this is based upon a calculation 
that all the crude opium imported into 
British Columbia was reported at the 
customs, which was not the case, as 
it is believed fully as much 
more was smuggled in by the 
refiners, which would swell the 
quantity refined up to 100,000 pounds, 
and the quantity. smuggled inate the

by the fact that the quantity of crude 
opium imported into British Columbia 
increased from 5075 pounds in 1880 to 
101,989 pounds in 1888, while the fig- 
ures for 1889 will show a proportionate 
increase. This is a nice nut for 
United States customs officials to 
crack,’’ he added, ‘“‘and they will find 
some difficulty in putting doWn this 
gigantic fraud on the revenue, of 
which, unfortunately, British Colum- 
bia has been made the base of opera- 
tions.”’ 

The Canadian Minister of Customs, 
when spoken to on the subject, said 
that it was impossible for him to do 
anything so long as the refiners were 
not caught smuggling the crude opium 
into Canada. He was, however, con- 
sidering the advisability of imposing 
an excise duty on the refined article, 
as imposed on liquors and _ ci- 
gars, which would not only have a 
tendency to lessen production but 
would contribute a considerable 
amount to the revenue of the country. 
In this way he believed a revenue of 
from $250,000 to $590,000 might be col- 
lected if the refiners found it profitable 
to manufacture under such heavy 
restrictions as the Government might 
impose. 

A NEW EXTRADITION TREATY. 

The British Government has again 
submitted for the consideration of the 
Government of Canada a draft of the 
new extradition treaty it is about at- 
tempting to negotiate, through the 
British Minister at Washington, with 
the United States. It is learned at the 
Department of Justice here that 
several important modifications have 
been made in the proposed treaty, and 
that many of the objectionable feat- 
ures which contributed largely to- 
ward the defeat of the treaty rejected 
by the United States Senate last 
spring have been removed. ‘The 
schedule of extraditable offenses cov- 
ers murder or attempt or conspiracy to 
murder, manslaughter, counterfeiting, 
or altering money and uttering coun- 
terieit or altered money, larceny, em- 
bezzlement, obtaining money or goods 
under false pretenses, robbery, burg- 
lary, arson, rape, abduction, train- 
wrecking, piracy, fraud committed by 
a bailee, banker, agent, factor, trustee 
or member or public officer of any com- 
pany, made criminal by any law for 
the time being in force. 

‘The outlines of the Weldon Extra- 
dition Bull passed last session by the 
Dominion Parliament have been pretty 
closely followed, subject to such 
amendments as may be suggested at 
Washington. 

Sir John Thompson, Canadian Min- 
ister of Justice, has strong hopes that 
the views of the United States have 
been met, and that their concurrence 
inthe draft submitted to Ottawa by 
the British./Government will be se- 
cured. As regards the Weldon Extra- 
dition bill he says that it is not im- 

rative that the consent of .the 

ritish Government should be obtained 
before it can be put in force in Canada. 
The Dominion Government could de- 
clare it in operation at any time, al- 
though the British authorities have 
power to veto the bill at any time 
within two years from the date of its 
passing Parliament although it be in 
operation.

THE GREAT PREACHER. 


EV. T. DE WITT TALMAGE IN 
ENGLAND AND FRANCE. 


The Penalty of Popularity—Some- 
thing Like a Weicome~—The De- 
._parture for Paris and Arrival in 
Calais—The Eiffel Tower and Dr. 
Taimage’s. Prophecy. 


(COPYRIGHT, 1889, BY LOUIS KLOPSCH, 
NEW YORK.} 

Rome, Nov. 11.—My budget is 3 
comprehensive one, I start in the old 
country. There is no mistaking the 
fact that the British people love Dr. 
Talmage. Of this I was convinced be- 
fore setting my foot on British soil. 
When we arrived in Queenstown har- 
bor the tugboat Flying Fox delivered 
mail to the passengers. The letters, 
telegrams and cablegrams received 
were innumerable, and I need not say 
that the great Brooklyn preacher got 
the lion’s share of them. Of these, 
offers of assistance in the raising of 
funds for the new and lgrger Taber- 
nacle were a whole avalanche of epis- 
tolary arrival. Letters not a few em- 
bodied invitations for the Doctor’s as- 
sistance in breaking up ground now 
barren of religious .fruitage. His 
Queenstown mail gladdened Dr. Tal- 
mage’s heart and caused his eyes to 
beam with joy as he reviewed the ex- 
pressions of reverential affection with 
‘which his name is cherished by Chris- 
tian England. 

Our time in Live 1 was short and 
barren of particular incident. London 
was reached after a rapid and pleasant 
run on the Midland Railway, The 
great metropolis gave the Doctor a 
welcome, as it seemed to me, com- 
mensurate with the majestic vastness 
of the capital of the world. It was not 
only great in its representative compre- 
hensiveness, but cordial beyond ex- 

ression. As I looked on the scene I 

elt proud that all England, as it 
seemed, wgs prestmt to honor ove of 
America’s*loremost citizens. 

Greetings had been exchanged in 
profusion when we thought of taking 
supper and retirimg for the night, the 
journey to Paris awaiting us on the 
morrow. Going fer a light refresh- 
ment to the noble dining-room of the 
hotel where we were stopping, the ova- 
tion took a new start and card after 
card was presented. After hastily 
taking a few bites Dr. Taimage made 
his way to the reception-room, where 
invitations to preach or tolecture were 
extended to him from nearly every part 
of the British Empife, A representa- 
tive of one of the foremost relig- 
ious journals of the world came 
prepared to closeam arrangement for a 
month’s preaching four through Eng- | 
land, suggesting that the English peo- 
ple would cheerfully reapond to the 
amount of ($25,000) toward 
the tabernacle to b6 built in Brooklyn, 
if Dr. Talmage ayould spend that 
leneth of time With: them.

This decision’ being evidently in- 
tended as final,.if<was so received by 
the committees present, who, with the 
expression Of many regrets that they 
could not prevaiLon Dr. Talmage to 
comply with the requests they had set 
before him, withdrew repeating their 
assurances Of: their continued good 
will, and expressing the hope that on 
his way home he might sea his way 
clear to favor them. . 

This business over we concluded that 
it would be best to retire to our rooms 
at once, and were aring to separate 
for the night when io! another batch 
of cards was presented and another 
procession of visitors made their a 
pearance, They were very cordially 
received by Dr, Talmage, notwithstand- 
ing the lateness of ‘the hour and the 
intense weariness of which he wa; 
obviously the subject.. Mrs. Talmage, 
who is a charming’ lady of an exceed- 
ingly amiable digposition, assists ber 
husband on such @ecasions as I have 
described, thus contributing in no 
small degree to his social popularity. 

Among the later callers, and one 
whom Dr. Talmage received in his own 
rooms, was a gentleman who urged 
him to deliver atleast one address in 
_Exeter Hall before continuing his trip. 
In declining to @o so, for reasons al- 
ready stated, Dr;Talmage alluded toa 
“previous visit in which he addressed a 
vast throng from the platform of that 
famed edifice. “I remember well,” 
said he, “the last time I spoke 
ut Exeter Hall. The young 
Prince Napoleon had been killed by 
the Zulus and funeral services were 
being conducted at Chislehurst. The 
subject of my discourse was ‘*‘Happy 
Homes,”’ and the Earl of Kintore pre- 
sided. When about to introduce me 
the booming of cannons incidental to 
the ceremonies could be distinctly 
heard all over the hall. A hush came 
upon the meeting. The Earl arose, 
and in his introductory remarks feel- 
ingly alluded to the home now broken 
up and devoid of all that could make it 
a happy home to the lonely widowed 
heart of the ex-Empress Eugénie. 

Dr. Talmage is an early riser, and 
was up and about the next morning by 
7, although he had gone to bed so late. 
the previous night. He received many 
visitors, and with difficulty managed 
to reach the London, Dover and Calais 
Railway station, where, after paying a 
small fortune forthe transportation of 
our baggage, we entered a private com- 
partment specially reserved through 
the kind efforts of some unknown 
friend, and speeded onward on the way 
to Paris, our next stopping-place. 

Dover and its noble cliffs suggested 
to Dr. Talmage any number of inter- 
esting references with which he enter- 
tained royally not ony his own party, 
but everybody else within sound of his 
voice. His post of vantage was on the 
upper deck of the squatty but power- 
ful steamer which carried us across 
the English Channel to France, where 
everybody listened eagerly to the 
Doctor’s eloquerice. Lunch was 
neglected, 4nd people who had called 
for a ginger ale and sandwiches, per- 
mitted their effervescing beverage 
to spoil rather than in the eagerness of 
their attention to lose what was being 
said. 

As it appeared, long before, when 
the trip was expected to.end, the boat 
was fastened to the stone pier, at Ca- 


fested it. These fussy fellows insisted 
on dissecting our lu and taking 
ashore piecemeal at the rate of two 
centimes apiece.

Our strange friend, who spok® Eng- 
lish imperfectly, addressed Dr. Tal- 
mage exclusively, at the rate of a vol- 
ume a minute, and never stopped tili 
the train arrived at ancient Calais, 
which is 10 minutes’ distant from ,the 
landing place, known as new Calais. 

His wife, on the other hand, ad- 
dressed the whole party. Her English 
was awfully broken, andin her great 
anxiety to say all that was in her mind 
to say, she just jammed her words to- 
gether as if they were under hydraulic 
pressure. Every half. minute her 
memory or tongue failed her in her at- 
tempts to utter the suitable word in 
English, but she would promptly ex- 
tricate herself by using the French 
equivalent, when she would sweetly 
smile, winking -at the same time, as 
‘much as to say, **Do you catch pn?’ 

We gathered that the pair had been 
greatly profited by reading the Brook- 
lyn sermons in the London Christian 
Herald. Not understanding English, 
they had managed to carry themselves 
through them with the aid of a dic- 
tionary. Although engaged as an en- 
gineerina cracker ery, the good 
man found considerable 
to do missionary wor amon 
his fellow-townsmen, and he foun 
Dr. Talmage’s sermons exceedingly 
helpful to him in his Christian activity.

the columns of the paper named he and 
his partner had learned Dr. Talmage’s 
plans of travel, and filled with a burn- 
ing desire to see the man. whose ser- 
mons had done them so much ; 
they had decided to go to the dock at 
Calais and there await his arrival. To 
make sure of recognizing him they had, 
before they left home, studied the 
features of a portrait that adorns the 
walls of their home. 

As we arrived in Paris the day after 
the World’s Exposition closed, we 
were, unfortunately, not able to see it 
in its glory. Getting up early in the 
morning, however, we took a coach 
and drove over to the grounds in order 
to see the famous Eiffel tower. When 
questioned as to his impressions of the 
tower, Dr. Talmage said: 

“It surpasses my expectation. I 
never before saw the exquisite and 
majestic so effectively eombined. The 
way to look at it is to let your eye start 
at the base and very slowly ascend, 
and by the time your sight has traveled 
to the top you will find yourself out of 
breath with emotion. A man who 
could build that tower could build a 
world if he had the materials and ma- 
chinery requisite. ‘Nothing that will 
ever be built on either continent can 
take anything from the originality 
and splendor of the intellect that 
planned that marvel before, yet its 
two first bars of iron were interlaced. 
But the idea I have seen in some news- 
papers that we cannot equal that struc- 
ture for our American Exposition of 
1892 is an absurdity as high as Eiffel 
Tower. Our American architects and 
engineers are as talented, our building 
material as strony, our founda- 
tions as solid,’ our skies as lofty. 
Surely the lines of beauty are 
not all exhausted. I warrant you 
there are already a dozen American 
artists who have a tower more graceful 
than this, either in their brain or ac- 
tually put in diagram. Give , our 
American’ genius a chance for 
structure. The history of tne Eiffel 
Tower proves not only toat the thing 
cau be done, but that it will be finan- 
cially remunerative. As sure as we 
live we shall see in America, in 1892, a 


graceful and with larger financial in- 
come. If the Eiffel Tower is 1000 feet 


high; if that weighs 150,000,000 pounds,
